A comprehensive. marketing pro- 
gram, he believes, would prevent 
concentrations of produce in some 
places while others were faced 
with shortages.

In other words, this 
statement from Bishop Leonard, because 
of the position which he holds in the 
Methodist Church in the United States, 
is ai) encouragement, if not a command, 
to those of his church who are un- 
American enough to follow his sugges- 
tion, to go contrary to, and, to that ex- 
tent, to nullify that most important pro- 
vision of our Federal organic law, draft- 
ed by our liberty-loving forefathers, to 
the end that religious bigotry should be 
eliminated from the hearts of true Amer- 
icans and that we should be a nation of 
broad-minded, free men. 

So far as I am aware, neither Gov. 
Smith nor Senator Wadsworth is in fa-

The statement is a complete surrender of 
the theory that the Federal Government should at- 
tempt prohibition. It admits the utter incapacity of 
the Federal Government to wield successfully the 
police power that properly belongs to the State. 

We do not agree with the committee, howev@r, that 
the State is bound to undertake the job which the 
Federal Government has undertaken, and that its re- 
fusal to put into its statute books excessive drastic 
laws to aid the Federal Government in its usurpa- 
tion of State powers and its destruction: of State 
rights is rebellion. We do not agree that the State 
surrenders any of its sovereignty when it permits 
the Federal Government to enforce its own laws, with- 
out supplementing them with similar State laws, par- 
ticularly when those laws infringe upon State sov- 
ereignty, State rights and State powers guaranteed 
to the states by the Constitution. " 
The State is not bound to duplicate all Federal 
laws in order to save itself from being condemned as 
in rebellion. Concurrent power for the enforcement 
of prohibition does not necessarily mean that the 
State must duplicate all Federal laws on the subject. 
On the other hand, we are not in sympathy with 
the attempt of the Association Against Prohibition 
to repeal all the liquor laws of the State. In propo- 


of the Antisaloon League, in the opposite direction. 
Objections to Federal prohibition embodied in the 
eighteenth amendment and the Volstead act does not 
necessarily require the wiping out of all State laws 
controlling the traffic in liquor. 

It is true that when there are concurrent Federal 
and state laws for the enforcement of prohibition, 
citizens may be placed in jeopardy twice, once under 
the Federal law and again under the state law. It is 
true that the State laws in support of prohibition are 
too drastic, even more drastic than the drastic Vol- 
stead act, and that they do invade the rights of citi- 
zens, contrary to both the State and Federal constitu- 
tions. We believe that the eighteenth amendment 
ought to be repealed. Until the eighteenth amend- 
ment, however, is repealed we believe that the Volstead 
act ought to be modified to a sane and enforceable 
form. We believe that the State laws adopted for the 
purpose of concurrent enforcement of Federal pro- 
hibition should be greatly modified and brought 
within sane, reasonable and right limits.

we believe the majority of the people of Missouri 
would have supported it. If it had submitted a prop- 
osition to the people for a reasonable modification of 
the State laws for the enforcement of prohibition, we 
believe a majority of the people of the State of Mis- 
souri would support it. 

There is grave doubt, however, whether the people 
of the State will vote for a proposition repealing all 
the liquor laws. They may be of the Opinion of 
the committee against proposition No. 4, that Federal 
prohibition is a mistake and a failure. They may 
hold the opinion that the State law is intolerably 
drastic, tyrannical and unconstitutional, and yet they 
may not favor the wiping out of all liquor laws. 

We do not believe the vote on proposition No. 4 will 
be a genuine test of the sentiment. of the people of 
Missouri with regard to either Federal prohibition or 
State prohibition. Many antiprohibitionists may not 
vote for that drastic proposition. 
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A SUPERIOR MOVIE. 


This week St. Louis has the rare opportunity of 
seeing a superior movie. It is called “Variety.” 
“Variety” was made in Germany and its leading role 
ig taken by Emil Jannings, the celebrated Teuton 
movie star. He is not a pretty man. His face will 
never grace a collar ad, and his figure will never 
adorn a magazine cover. But in Germany, apparent- 
ly, they choose movie actors not for their beauty but 
for their ability to act. 

Those who are bored to death with the inanities of 
Hollywood will like “Variety.” ' It is the story of a 
crime of passion, grimly and brilliantly told. In the 
shooting of “Variety” the camera was more than a 
mere recorder; it was used so ingeniously as to be- 
come a part of the art form of the - drama. No lines 
in a play, no chapter in a novel, no music in an op- 
eratic score could supplant the uncanny service which 
the camera renders in the forward motion of “Va- 
riety.” 

We gather from “Variety” that the American mov- 
ing picture industry (industry is the word) has a 
lot to learn from the Germans, both in a positive and 
in a negative way. It has a lot to learn about pho- 
tography and about the selection of actors that it | 
doesn't seem to Know now. That's the positive part | 
of it. Negatively, it can learn from the Germans the 
marvelous aid to a movie’s success which comes from 
omitting hokum. 

“Variety” is hokumless. It is true that the central 
plot is highly dramatic, but no fake devices are used 
to embellish it. Rather, it is given the greatest in- 
tensity by legitimate means. Its end is tragic, a 
logical conclusion to what has gone before, and no 
effort is made to distort the fabric of the Play by 
giving it a happy ending. é 

Before “Variety” was sent into the pious provinces 
of the corn belt it was trimmed of an opening epi- 
sode which is supposedly shocking. Fortunately, that 
does not interfere seriously with the movie's integ- 
rity. It remains a picture of magnificent force. It

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‘ DEMOCRACY IN ILLINOIS. 

As a community in which politics are taken over by 
Big Business to the exclusion of the popular, inter- 
est, it is likely that Illinois is ripe for revolt. No- 
body believes that Pennsylvania, which has for so 
long been steeped in corruption, is going to turn 
from the corrupt Republican party and vote the Dem- 
ocratic ticket; but it is not certain that Illinois is so 
bad as that. Very great peril lies in that direction, 
and there is nothing in the political record of Illl- 
nois to indicate that she will go to the lengths ex- 
posed by the senatorial inquiry into the primary race

What can be done about it? The New York World 
which is remote from the scene, thinks the Democrats 
are not availing themselves of their opportunity in 
Brennan. It suggests that a way be found to bring 
a higher grade of candidate into the field before the 
November election, and suggest James Hamilton 
Lewis. 

How is that going to help the situation? If Bren- 
nan would withdraw and let Lewis be named by the 
Democratic State Committee, such a suggestion might 
be practicable; but Brennan is hardly going to with- 
draw. He wants the Democrats to fight prohibition. 
He cannot get anybody else to do that openly and 
squarely, and he is doing it himself. It is true that 
Brennan-is not a gem of the purest ray serene. He 
came up aut of the Chicago school of politics, where 
they are rough. Nevertheless, there is nothing 
against him. He is as good as his Republican oppo- 
nent, for whom the nomination was bought and whom 
the Senate will reject upon the ground of immoral- 
ity if he is elected. It will not reject Brennan if he is 
elected. If Brennan doesn’t get the office, it will 
fall into the hands of the Smal] crowd, beside which 
Brennan is a saint. 

The Democrats of Illinois can win just as they 
sit. Theirs is not a choice they can relish, but they 
can sweeten their palates by thinking of what the 
Republicans will have to swallow.

Terral resort- 
ed when he was asked to deliver Allen Rutherford 
was not in the interest of good government. He was 
quite plainly a political confederate of the slayer’s 
brother, if not the whole Rutherford family, and his 
rejoinder that Missouri refused to deliver criminals 
to Arkansas was a disgraceful subterfuge. 

We did not get Ruth- 
erford back; but Arkansas got rid of Gov. Terral, 
which was a gain for us all.
